Chamber Has Good “Case” for Phone Hearing 


After a slow start that made it look 
ike the complaints against phone service 
in this area were just so much talk, the 
chamber of Commerce gathered enough 
evidence to present a good case at the hear- 
ings conducted by state legislators in Doth- 
an Monday. There United Telephone and 
Telegraph Co, and its subscribers met in a 
public hearing conducted by senators and 
representatives from the nine-county area 
serviced by the firm. 

Under the direction of Robert Cannon 
and his committee composed of Flournoy 
Whitman and Horton Fick, 723 question- 
naires were mailed out with stamped and 
addressed post cards enclosed, Asking for 
complaints or reports of satistactory ser- 
vice, letters went to light and water meter 
holders in the city limits. A total of 246 


Of all those answering, only 18 stated 
service was satisfactory. One hundred and 
twenty-eight persons signed cards saying 
tney would like to have a telephone. Many 
of these said they wanted private phones, 
not party lines. In the 100 service com- 
plaints that came back, there were many 
who wanted off party lines. Not one per- 
son said anything about excessive charges. 

Besides the 128 homes desiring phone 
service, a mighty impressive case against 
either maintenance of present equipment or 
the fact that it is wearing out, was built up. 
Most common criticism voiced by those 
having phones, was that service went out 
every tire it rained. Then, because of worn 
out equijment or some other reason, the 
wrong number is secured when dialing, a 
aumber of folks responded. 

Others condemned service because once 
1 line did go out, it took a long time to get 
‘epairs because there is no local service- 
man, 

Lony distance connections came in for 
a blasting from businessmen, Cross talk 
when phoning other towns, poor connec- 
tions, delay in getting calls through, getting 
cut off and operators taking a long time to 
disconnect the line after a call is completed, 
were common complaints. 

Of all the cards returned, only two 
made any criticism of local service while

What makes such a strong case for 
Robert Cannon and his committee is the 
fact that every card is signed. They have 
concrete evidence, not just so much “talk,” 
Bight letters came to the committee 
from businessmen, residents, a doctor and 
the circuit solicitor, A floral shop complain- 
ed of being on a four-party line, a doctor 
wrote that his telephone at home was on a 
party line and the solicitor made the same 
criticism. Rural phone service, especially 
out of the New Brockton exchange, receiv- 
ed a thorough going over, 

Almost 25 percent of Elba’s telephone 
users were dissatisfied with service. In the 
February, 1955 directory put out by United 
for Elba, New Brockton and Enterprise, 416 
numbers were listed for this town. One 
hundred of these subscribers were not sat- 
isfied, 

While this editorial was written before 
the hearing was held, no overnight improve- 
ment can be expected. What will probably 
happen is that the Public Service Commis- 
sion will allow a rate increase for United 
so that the firm will be in a financial posi- 
tion to get a sizeable loan with which to 
purchase more equipment. 

The telephone company can probably 

present a good case for itself and show 
where it has gone forward in different mu- 
nicipalities. Limited to six percent profit 
and in need of money for expansion, makes 
difficult a utility operation of this type 
where a lot of expensive equipment is ne- 
cessary. 
_ _What we sincerely hope is that the pub- 
lic hearing and airing of legitimate com- 
plaints do not blind some people to the ac- 
vantage'of having a privately owned firm 
running the telephone service rather than 
any echelon of government. Through hear- 
ings of this type and the Public Service 
Commission, there are ways to bring pres- 
sure on a businessman operating a utility. 
Give that same utility, or another one, to a 
mitnicipality, and it is subject to abuse of 
politics, high rates and much poorer service, 
And there is no one to whom the poor con- 
sumer can appeal.
